The elevator in tho Conjunctive Bunk

Whenever the "old Gazette" cornea to 


us, (as it does to D. C's. address every 
week) we scan every item on the weathor 
with more [than the usual interest of 
society prattlers; for indeed, wo are in a 
situation [this winterj to appreciate tho 
grand comfortable difference between 4C 
degrees above acd 30 decrees below zero. 
While, [according to the reports, you 
there are just shivering aud freezing in 
snow, blizznads and iff, wo here in lati- 
tude -16 degrees and 40 minutes north, 
are.aotunlly enjoying spring like weather 
unj have since this month ot February 
came in. All ot winter ivus included in 
Jauuiiry, imd tiiut with tho thermometer 
below zero only twice and then from 2 to 
•1 degrees. At different times during 
that month there accumulated from G to 
10 inches of snow, alljof which disappear, 
ed aa byimagic, in 21 hours' time, through 
tha "cbinook", a south west wind froin 
the ocean, or immediately to us. from our 
great inland sea, Paget sound. 


You know how we reveled in southern 


California among its fraits and llowers 
and tha promise of "everlasting summer" 
but really, I am not sure but that tho 
delightful changes of this climate give an 
added zest to one's enjoyment as well BS 
vigor. Everything here, in this valley, 
seerau like the usual Aprils in Janes 
ville, 
us

years. 
Grass 
is 
green; 


no frost iu the ground; crocus and tulips 
from three to four inches in growth are 
visible as I look from tha window. Our 
neighborB are' raking ond cleaning up 
their yards; and, indeed, ererything in- 
dicates thatapriDg has come to stay; the 
streets, iti tho city are drying wonder- 
fully noon from the necessary mud from 
all the wetness of our winter's rain and 
suow. What came to you as December 
enow, name here' iu the form ot Tain. 
No, 1 do not liku that form of presenta- 
tion, particularly it one desires to be out 
oC doors, or travel ovor the country; but 
to bo at home, wiih a gentle fire, no press- 
ing duties off the side-walk, every room 
in the houso comfortable to go into, &c., 
is a luxury that will haunt, to discontent, 
my future winter homo in Wisconsin. 


Does it notEcem almost unaccountable 


that in a locality more than 2>i degrees 
farther north than, you are there, .and 
nearly four hundred miles, from the 
ocean proper, and the high "Cascade 
range of mountains" between, that there 
should be so large a difference in climato V 
There may be, I am told, flights of snow 
yot before- the more growing weather; 
frost undoubtedly there will be, but "old 
Boreas" gives in, a conquered intruder, 
at tbe Crat blast from a Chinook from off 
the "Japan current" that warms in win- 
ter and cools in summer; the atmosphere 
in this lacd of valleys and mountains, and 
very high hills, Indeed .'the landscape, 
to 
me, 
seonip 
very unique; noliko 


any 
other 
seen 
iu 
my 
travels. 


What we [call hills here, are quite unlike 
the mountain ranges in that the hills 
seem entirely of volcanic origin, all 
stones of igroouu formation, and the soil, 
even on the very summits of the highest 
is moat productive. Forty and even titty 
bushels of tho very best wheat from au 
acre m an oidirmry season, is not rare, 
and every thing else 'native to this zone, 
grows equally prolific, and with such 
mild, oprn winters, stock of every kind, 
liorsec, sheep and neat cattle, in droves 
and herds get their entire living on their 
ranges and without any feeding from 
their owners. I questioned, "Don't you 
think it would be well have feed on hand 
to supplement 
any unusual

longer continuance on the ground ?' 
"No"; is tho reply; "such feeding would 
educate them,—the etock—tn rely upon 
it; hoiioe, coast) their own efforts to ilia 
under the snow for tho abundance of 
SHn-driod, summer-cured gross as nutri- 
tious m that cut and stored for them." 
Perhaps this custom here may have orig- 
inated that classical statement; "Root, 
hog or die." Anyway, aa I look about mt, 
I have a feeling that I have oome very 
closo to nature which must bo classical; 
anil there are lessons to be learned, in- 
spiring influences co be heeded here as 
in "Farther India," Well, in this already 
spun-out letter I have left no room to 
speak of this beautiful littla city, hill- 
surrounded ; Blue Mountains in the dis- 
tance—south 
and 
east—so 
blue;

landscape 


picture that I ever saw. The snow from 
which will continue to melt and 
run off 


in rivers and brooks until mid summer, 
—and such water—fit for the gods! I 
toll you io auch seemingly extravagant 
language, because I do .know whereof I 
speak, as my home here iwitli D. O. is 
within two blocks of the Tonchet, one ot 
tbe main conducts from its glorious 
fountain, and in such large volume that 
it furnishes abundant power for almost 
unlimited 
machinery, flouring mills, 


lumber dressing machinery, etc. 


What you may have read of blocked 


trains between here [and Portland, was 
caused by snow slides from tha Cascade 
mountains, through whose narrow, deep, 
gorge, maae by tho Columbia river, tho 
railroad was rnado to run'and whose 
track lies immediately under, the 'almost 
perpendicular cut of well, very high 
mountains, and of coarse without roofs 
to slide the melting and detached enow 
into the river, it must of necessity, fall 
upon the railroad track, as it did three 
weeks ago, to tbe depth of from 1C to 20 
feet. All through 'his country there has 
been some trouble in working . railroad 
trains from loss of little culvert bridges, 
over no streams in dry weather,, conse- 
quently, perhaps, too carelessly made for 
the inevitable rush of waters when the 
winter's "Chinook" brings tbe rain or 
melts the snow so rapidly. 


I have justread of a great enow storm 


in New York, can it be possible, while 
here in my Crelees room, Bitting by u west 
window, am too'warm for entire comfort.
